KY 35 was reopened at 
the Kentucky Speedway 
last Wednesday, March 
21, after 75 days of con¬ 
struction work. That same 
day officials gathered at 
the racetrack to say last 
year’s massive traffic jam 
the day of the NASCAR 
Spring Cup race won’t be 
repeated. 

Rt. 35 had been closed 
since Jan. 18 to allow 
crews to install a pedestri¬ 
an tunnel underneath the 
highway. That tunnel will 
allow race fans to access 
the track from the speed¬ 
way’s new parking areas. 

At last week’s press 
conference a computer¬ 
ized model was used to 
simulate traffic flow the 
day of the Quaker State 
400 on June 30. The 
model reflected the speed¬ 
way’s newly expanded 
parking areas as well as 
widening the nearby exit 
ramp off 1-71 and of KY 
35. The model showed 
the longest delay on the 
Interstate this year would 
be 14 minutes. Last year, 
thousands of race fans 
were stuck in traffic jams 
on the Interstate and could 
not get to the track to see 


the race. 

The track’s owner, 
Bruton Smith, attended 
the meeting and said he’s 
convinced the track has 
fixed the access problems 
that marred the inaugural 
running of the Quaker 
State 400 last year. 

The Speedway will 
work with the Kentucky 
State Police, Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
and its parking company 
to finalize plans for this 
year’s race. 

“The important thing 
for us is to have a plan 
that everybody feels good 
about and that we can 
execute,” said Kentucky 
Speedway general man¬ 
ager Mark Simendinger. 
Simendinger said work 


began to fix the speed¬ 
way’s problems almost 
immediately after last 
year’s race ended. 

Last August, the speed¬ 
way and state committed 
to spending $11 million 
to improve parking and 
roads around the track. 

“In retrospect, we need¬ 
ed more lanes, we needed 
more parking spaces, we 
needed more people, we 
needed more everything,” 
said Simendinger. 

The state is spending 
$3.7 million to widen 
the off-ramp from south¬ 
bound 1-71 to KY 35 and 
to widen KY 35 to five 
lanes with two full shoul¬ 
ders that can be used as 
traffic lanes on race day.

This year I’m picking Kentucky

I won’t make the same mistake I 
made back in 1983 because I know 
more now than I did back then. That’s 
the year Kentucky and the University 
of Louisville met in the NCAA Tourna¬ 
ment for the first time in 53 years. 

Although I’ve always been a college 
basketball fan, in 1983 I had only lived 
in Kentucky a few years and didn’t 
grasp the fever that consumes so many 
college basketball fans in this state. I 
didn’t know some people, like my good 
friend Betty Shinkle, develop breath¬ 
ing problems while watching Kentucky 


play basketball at tournament time and 
see their team fall behind. 

I didn’t quite understand the state’s 
passion for college hoops because I grew 
up in Virginia and went to the University 
of Virginia. My alma mater lost far more 
games than it won when I was there 
while Kentucky has won more games 
than any other school in the country. 

When Kentucky and Louisville met 
in 1983 in the Elite 8 round of the NCAA 
Tournament, the two schools didn’t play 
as regularly as they do now. Before the 
big game that year, I said in the newspa¬ 
per that Louisville would win. 

I thought my prediction would be a 
popular one because most of our read¬ 
ers lived closer to Louisville than Lex¬ 
ington. I couldn’t have been more wrong 
and my life changed over night. 

As soon as the paper hit the streets, 


my grocer, Ken Herndon and my phar¬ 
macist, Bill Beverly, banned me from 
their stores. Not only that, our UPS driv¬ 
er, Mac Ernst, refused to deliver pack¬ 
ages addressed to the newspaper. I also 
received a bunch of hate mail including 
a letter from a woman in Lexington who 
said she was going to shoot me, run over 
me and then shoot me again. 

Until 1983, I thought Kentucky bas¬ 
ketball fans were like most other sports 
fans who celebrate when their team wins 
and cry in their beer for a few hours when 
they lose. I had no idea that to their fans, 
Kentucky basketball is more important 
than life itself. 

There’s no question Saturday’s Fi¬ 
nal Four game between Kentucky and 
Louisville will be a grudge match of 
epic proportions and the most important 
sporting event the state has ever seen. 


Both teams have fervent fans who 
don’t care for their neighbors a bit. That 
venom runs especially deep for Ken¬ 
tucky fans because their former coach, 
Rick Pitino, now coaches Louisville. 
He took the Wildcats to three Final 
Fours and won the national champion¬ 
ship in 1996. He then abandoned the 
team and wound up taking a job at the 
school’s most hated rival. 

Kentucky beat Louisville 69 to 62 
last News Year’s Eve and has looked 
like the best team in the country all 
year. This time I’m going to predict the 
Wildcats will beat the Cardinals this 
Saturday night. I’m not saying that just 
because I want to be able to shop at my 
local grocery store and pharmacy and 
receive packages from UPS. I also want 
Betty Shinkle to be able to continue to 
breathe easily.

Regarding the recent 
controversy regarding 
the Carver’s Trail sewer 
project, we signed off 
on the project March 19 
and we started digging 
that day.

The 
goal was to make the 
tap-on fees uniform in 
all areas. 

The fee of $1,000 for 
anyone connecting to 
the main line down U.S. 
42 West was established 
in 2006 by ordinance 
2006-10 as part of an 
agreement with Smug¬ 
gler’s Cove Marina. 

All residents were 
required to not turn on 
the grinder pumps un¬ 
til all households were 
hooked on.

The good, bad, and ugly before the legislature 


As the 2012 General Assembly 
starts its final week, it’s a bit early 
to pass final judgment on a session 
that has been largely unproduc¬ 
tive, but it’s not too early to won¬ 
der and warn about some of the 
biggest bills a legislature can pass: 
constitutional amendments. 

The legislature is loath to do 
big things, unless there is a rare 
convergence of interests, and all 
too often, that is a mix of legisla¬ 
tors’ self-interest and lobbying in¬ 
terests rather than the public inter¬ 
est. And sometimes, self-interest is 
all that’s required to put something 
on the ballot. 

We'll get to that point, but first 
things first: The debate over the 
failed amendment for casinos ob¬ 
scured the fact that the legislature 
last year put an amendment on the 
ballot for this year. That measure 
would enshrine in the constitution 
the “right to hunt, fish and harvest 
wildlife, using traditional meth¬ 
ods.” 

There is no credible threat to 
such rights, so the proposal may 
be an extension of the misplaced 
fear that national Democrats are 
out to get our guns. The amend¬ 
ment will increase turnout among 
voters who are inclined to vote 
Republican, so don’t expect the 
Democratic-controlled House to 
go along with a Senate-passed 
measure that would do likewise, 
only more so. 

That one says no “human au¬ 
thority” may “burden a person’s 
or religious organization’s right 
to act or refuse to act in a manner 
motivated by a sincerely held reli¬ 
gious belief, except in support of a 
compelling governmental interest, 
using the least restrictive means to 
further that interest. 

Democrats immediately saw 
the bill as a way to turn out reli¬ 


gious conservatives, most recently 
riled by the controversy over a new 
federal mandate for contraceptive 
coverage, but the bill’s sponsor, Sen. 
Jimmy Higdon, R-Lebanon, said he 
was prompted by Bell County school 
officials’ decision to stop prayers be¬ 
fore football games for fear of law¬ 
suit. 

A big, bipartisan House major¬ 
ity passed an amendment that would 
automatically restore voting rights to 
most felons (except in cases of “trea¬ 
son, intentional killing, a sex crime, 
or bribery”) who have served their 
time rather than forcing them to ap¬ 
ply to the governor for restoration of 
rights. 

Another amendment would ban 
paying legislators in any special 
session called to pass a state budget 
when they have failed to do so in a 
regular session - which has happened 
more than once since Republicans 
took over the Senate. 

The amendment most likely to 
pass is the one that is most self- 
serving. It would make it easier for 


legislators to redraw their districts 
by relaxing the county-splitting rule. 
Sen. Gerald Neal, D-Louisville, filed 
floor amendments to the bill to put a 
bipartisan commission in charge, but 
his amendments were mled out of or¬ 
der. Let’s hope a bipartisan combine 
in the House can refile those changes 
and get a vote on them. 

The lawmakers should consider 
this: If they put on the ballot a purely 
self-serving amendment to a process 
that is already too self-serving, vot¬ 
ers would have every reason to reject 
it. That would lead to another set of 
geographically and politically objec¬ 
tionable plans and maybe more court 
action, so the legislature should act 
in the larger public interest and adopt 
Neal’s amendments. Since they 
wouldn’t take full effect for a decade, 
many current legislators will have re¬ 
tired by then. Can they look 10 years 
ahead? They should.

Warsaw treats groundwater drawn from a network of wells drilled into the Ohio River alluvial aquifer. An analysis of the susceptibility of the water 
supply to contamination indicates that this susceptibility is generally moderate. There are, however, a few areas of concern in the immediate vicinity 
of our water wells. These include row crops, a sewage treatment plant, some permitted operations, and road exposure that cumulatively increase the 
potential for release of contaminants within the wellhead protection area. The summary of the water systems susceptibility to contamination is part 
of the completed Wellhead Protection Plan that is available for inspection during normal business hours at our office. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of 
contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects may be 
obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency's Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As w ater travels 
over the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and may pick up 
substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. Contaminants that may be present in source water include: Microbial 
contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, (sewage plants, septic systems, livestock operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, such as salts 
and metals, (naturally occurring or from stormwater runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or fanning). Pesticides and 
herbicides, (stormwater runoff, agriculture or residential uses). Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organic chemicals, 
(by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production, or from gas stations, stormwater runoff, or septic systems). Radioactive 
contaminants, (naturally occurring or from oil and gas production or mining activities), in order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA 
prescribes regulations that limit the amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. FDA regulations establish limits for 
contaminants in bottled water to provide the same protection for public health. 


Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general population. Immuno-compromised persons such as persons 
with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, 
some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk from infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from their health care 
providers. EPA/CDC guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are 
available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 


Information About Lead: 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and young children. Lead in drinking water is 
primarily from materials and components associated with service lines and home plumbing. Your local public water system is responsible for 
providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for 
several hours, you can minimize the potential for lead exposure by Hushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or 
cooking. Ifyou are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information on lead in drinking water, testing 
methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at http://www.epa.gov/safewater/lead. 


Some or all of these definitions may be found in this report: 

Maximum Contaminant Level (MCL) - the highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. MCLs are set as close to the MCt.Gs as feasible using 
the best available treatment technology. 

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG) - the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known or expected risk to health. MCLGs allow 
tor a margin of safety. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MR1)L) - the highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water. There is convincing evidence that addition of a 
disinfectant is necessary' for control of microbial contaminants. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level Goal (MRDLG) - the level of a drinking water disinfectant below which there is no known or expected risk to health. 
MRDLGs do not reflect the benefits of the use of disinfectants to control microbial contaminants. 

Below Detection Levels (BDL) - laboratory analysis indicates that the contaminant is not present. 

Not Applicable (N/A) * does not apply. 

Parts per million (ppm) - or milligrams per liter, (mg/1). One part per million corresponds to one minute in two years or a single penny in $10,000. 

Parts per billion (ppb) - or micrograms per liter, (pg/L). One part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000. 

Parts per trillion (ppt) - one part per trillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000,000. 

Parts per quadrillion (ppq) - one part per quadrillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000,000 years or one penny in $10,000,000,000,000. 

Picocurics per liter (pCi/L) - a measure of the radioactivity in water. 

Millircms per year (mrem/yr) - measure of radiation absorbed by the body. 

Million Fibers per Liter (MEL) - a measure of the presence of asbestos fibers that are longer than 10 micrometers. 

Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (YTT) - a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity has no health effects. However, turbidity can provide a medium for microbial 
growth. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the effectiveness of the filtration system. 

Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements that a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.

RecenUy you received a Public Notice concerning a fluoride sample result discovered at a lab A recent audit, by the Kentucky Division of Water, of a lab 
that was sub-contracted by our contract lab revealed an analysis result of one fluoride sample, collected almost two years ago on May 24. 2010, 
exceeded the MCL. Records indicate that a replacement sample was submitted. Analysis results of the replacement sample and all samples submitted 
to the lab prior to and afterward were within acceptable levels. All routine daily fluoride tests conducted on-site by the water system personnel during that 
time-period were also within acceptable levels. An investigation of the situation has not revealed a reason for the high fluoride reading. However, since 
the original analysis was not invalidated using proper procedures the results are required to be accepted as a legitimate analysis. The analysis result of 
the original sample was 6.23 mg/L. 

Some people who drink water containing fluoride in excess of the MCL over many years could gel bone disease, including pain and tenderness of the 
bones Fluoride in drinking water al half the MCL or greater may cause mowing of children’s teeth, usually in children less than nine years old Mowing , 
also known as dental fluorosis, may include brown staining and/or pitting of the permanent teeth. This problem occurs only in developing teeth, before 
they erupt from the gums. 

The original analysis result was never reported to the water system or the Kentucky Division of Water and therefore a monitoring violation occurred. 
Water systems are responsible for making sure that all required tests are performed and that all analysis results are submitted to the Division of Water. 
We have discussed this situation with both labs and established procedures to prevent similar situations from occurring in the future.
